from L. C. Cargile, automobile man

Chamber of Commerce. Mr. Cargile 
made an inspirational talk that went 
down in history as one of the ablest 
ever heard before a local group.

It means glorifying 
initiative and personal effort, the glor- 
ifying of the individual rather than 
the mass. Do not misunderstand me 
on this point. 


Revolt Against Demy 


"What I refer to is the tendency of 


nil mankind to substitute base metal 
1'or the real thing, In religion we are 
constantly confronted with an attempt 
to substitute rithualism for worship, 
and to make mere form take the place 
of true spiritual feeling. I would point 
out to you that it is this tendency to 
retrogress khich 
has 
fired 
every 


prophet, every individual leader in 
history, to rebel and go out and do 
things worth while. 


"I would point out to you that more 


than 600 years before the birth of 
Christ two religions had been found- 
ed and a third had been re-establish- 
ed, on opposition to this human ten- 
dency to stereotype and destroy the 
very meaning of human worship. 


"It was on this opposition to the 


lalsc spirit that Jeremiah re-estab- 
lished Jndeaism. 


"it was this thing that caused Con- 


fucinus to raise up a IIQW religion in 
China. 


"It was this thing that brought Bud- 


dah to the masses of India. 


"Speaking of Confucius, you have 


only to read his proverbs to recognize 
that there was a man who would have 
cutranged the cleverest of moderns, 
Confucious said: 


" 'A clever man builds a city; a 


clever woman tears it down. 


" 'A woman with a long tongue is 


a flight of stairs leading up to ca- 
lamity.' " 


The Chamber of Commerce 


The speaker applied the lesson of 


individualism in religion, to organ- 
ized community effort. He said: 


"An 'us' chamber of commerce will 


cjo more in one year than an 'it' 
chamber of commerce can do in ten 
year:;. 


"Now is a poor time to curtail your 


investment, in your chamber of com- 
merce. You need it now as you never 
neede4 it before—and success will 
come to those pities which stand mpst 
loyally behind their community m-

The annual report of Hope Chamber 


of Commerce as rend at the banquet

Publicity 


Hope has probably received more 


favorable publicity the past year than 
any other city in Arkansas. We have 
been successful in securing the pub- 
licity matter in more than one thou- 
sand newspapers of the United States. 
We have had a number of watermelon 
stories distributed through the vari- 
ous news agencies and reaching prac- 
tically every section of the country. 
Stories of our municipal building and 
the successful operation of our unlci- 
pal power plant have been published 
in a number of the leading magazines 
and newspapers, bringing us much 
favorable comment. 
Approximately 


100,000 inches of newspaper space have 
been devoted to publicity matter re- 
garding Hope the p"ast year. 'Figur- 
.ed on the basis of regular advertising 
rates, this space would have cost at 
least ?50,000. ' 
• 


Highways , 


Our highway committee has been 


active in bringing to the attention of 
the State Highway Department the 
needs of this section in .'the way of 
improved roads'. ""Early\in, the year, 
this conunittea formulated arid adopt- 
ed wa hlgfis^ajjif%rpgram which^, includ- 
ed the Cqlumbiiis-Saratbga" rciacf gVv-' 
ing .us direct connections with Okay 
and that part of our trade territory; 
with Rosston, Bodcaw and Willisville; 
the Hope-Blevins road giving us con- 
nections with Blevins and other points 
in the northern part of Hempstead 
county; the extending of. state high- 
way No. 24 from Blevins to McCaskill, 
Belton and Nashville. We are now 
able to report that .all of the roads in- 
cluded in our highway program have 
been completed with the exception of 
the Hope-Blevins road, which is now 
under construction and will be com- 
pleted as rapidly as possible. 


Agriculture 


We have encouraged the develop- 


ment of the fruit and truck industry 
in Hempstead county. In these efforts 
we have made satisfactory progress 
and this important industry has be- 
come ari important factor in the eco- 
nomic life of our community. 
The 


fruit and truck crops are now bring-, 
ing to the farmers of Hempstead 
county approximately $750,000 annual- 
ly, or half the amount received for a 
normal cotton crop. With the proper, 
management from the business men, 
this industry will continue to develop 
and the income therefrom will, within 
the next few years, bo doubled. 


Dairying 


Through the efforts of Hope Cham- 


ber of Commerce, the Kraft-Phenix 
Cheese corporation was induced to lo- 
cate one of its plants in Hope. 
This 


plant was established and began oper- 
ations just 20 monts ago. Since its 
establishment, it has received from the 


i farmers of this" territory approximate- 
' ly 3,000,000 pounds of whole milk, for 
which the farmers have received $4,000 
monthly. This plant was taken over 
the first of October by the Southern 
Creameries who are now furnishing 
our fanners a ready market for whole 
milk, sweet and soUr cream. This 
plan is proving more satisfactory and 
we believe that within the next year 
the milk production will have increas- 
ed and that the plant will be receiving 
not less than 10,000 pounds of mlik 
daily. 


Tick Eradication 


The biggest obstacle in the way of 


rapid progress in our dairy develop- 
ment program is the cattle fever tick 
with which Hempstead county is still 
infested. The Hope Chamber of Com- 
merce has co-operated in every move- 
ment having for its purpose the com- 
plete eradication of the cattle fever 
tick in the remaining tick-infested 
counties of South Arkansas.

London Firms Favor 


Block Check System 


..LONDON, Nov. 14.—(UP)—A limit- 
ed number of business and industrial 
firms here are being invited to adopt 
the "block check" system, a revolu- 
tionary change in the present method 
of settling trade accounts. 


Here is the way the "block check" 


system works: 


A firm obtains authorization from 


its creditors to credit their respective 
accounts each month with the amount 
due them, and then sends a monthly 
list to the banks of the firms and in- 
dividuals together with the amount 
each is to receive and the banks to 
which it is to be sent. 


The firm's bank passes the credits 


through the Clearing House to the 
creditor's accounts. A saving will be 
realized by firms inasmuch as they 
will, probably not be compelled to pay 
the tax now placed on each individual 
ctieck .drawn ,on their account.
